TEAM NOTES AGAINST PHILADELPHIA 

• Philadelphia holds a 4-0-3 lead in the all-time series between the two clubs, dating 
back to the first meeting in 2010 

• The Revs are 0-2-2 all-time at PPL Park against the Union ... the clubs played to a 
pair of draws in the first two meetings in Chester before the Union swept the Revs in 
2012: 2-1 win on July 29, and a 1-0 win on Oct. 6 

• Saturday’s match is the first of three meetings this season ... the next two meetings 
will be played at Gillette Stadium on April 27 and Aug. 25 

• The Union has won the regular-season series between the two clubs in each of its 
first three seasons: 2010, 2011 and 2012 

• Five of the seven meetings have been decided by goals in the 70th minute or later 
... the first meeting on July 31, 2010, at PPL Park, the Revs used Marko Perovic’s 
71st minute goal to equalize and secure a 1-1 draw ... Union goals in the 82nd and 
92nd minutes equalized, and then sealed a win, respectively, on August 28, 2010, 
at Gillette Stadium ... Philadelphia stormed back with 80th and 91 st minute goals to 
force a 4-4 draw on Sept. 7, 2011 ... a 90th-minute goal for the Union sealed a 2-1 
victory on July 29, 2012, at PPL Park ... a 73rd-minute goal on Oct. 6, 2012, was 
Philly's decider in a 1-0 win 

• The Revolution was the first team to earn a draw at PPL Park ... Philadelphia was 
2-1-0 at its new facility heading into the July 31, 2010 meeting with New England 

PLAYER NOTES AGAINST PHILADELPHIA 

• Chad Barrett, despite not playing a game against Philly for New England, is the 
team’s leading scorer with two goals against the Union ... his first goal came as a 
member of Toronto FC in 2010, while he added a second in 2012 as a member of 
the LA Galaxy 

• Saer Sene has one goal in one career appearance against Philadelphia ... Sene's 
blast on July 29, 2012 earned him MLS goal of the week honors 

• A.J. Soares is the only other current Revolution player who has scored goal against 
Philadelphia ... he scored in the 4-4 draw at PPL Park on Sept. 7, 2011 

• Chris Tierney has two career assists against Philadelphia, recording both on Sept. 

7, 2011 

• Only one other active player has factored in scoring against Philadelphia: Kelyn 
Rowe earned the assist on Saer Sene's goal at PPL Park on July 29, 2012 

• Darrius Barnes is the only active Revolution player who has appeared in all seven 
previous meetings between the two teams 

• Matt Reis is 0-2-3 in five starts against Philadelphia and has recorded 23 saves 
against Philly in five meetings ... Reis recorded his only career shutout against the 
Union when the teams last met on Sept. 1, 2012 

• Bobby Shuttleworth has made two starts against Philly, going 0-2-0 with a 1.50 goals 
against average

October 6, 2012 - PPL Park (Chester, Pa.) 

Philadelphia Union forward Jack Mclnerney scored the only goal of the game in the 73rd 
minute as the New England Revolution suffered a 1-0 loss on at PPL Park. Mclnerney nod¬ 
ded home his third career game-winning goal against the Revs in the late stages, getting 
on the end of Keon Daniel’s free kick at the back post. Union goalkeeper Zac MacMath 
made three saves to notch the shutout as the teams combined to register just five shots 
on target.

TEAM NOTES 


WEEK 2 WIN THERE FOR THE TAKING 

Following Saturday’s 1-0 win at Chicago to officially open the 2013 season, the Revs now 
have a chance to do something they’ve never done: follow a season-opening win with a win 
in their second game ... the Revs are 5-9-4 in season openers, but just 0-2-2 in their second 
games after an opening win ... the Revs have never started a season 2-0-0. 

WEEK 1 WIN A PLAYOFF OMEN? 

The Revs earned a win in five of 18 season openers in club history ... in the four previous 
occasions the team won their opening game, the Revs advanced to the MLS Cup Playoffs: 
1997,2006,2008 and 2009. 

WINS ELUSIVE VS. PHILLY ... 

Saturday's match in Chester provides the Revs an opportunity to snap a seven-game winless 
streak - all seven matches played - against the Union since they entered the league in 2010 
... New England also enters with a four-game winless streak at PPL Park ... the Revolution is 
0-4-3 in the regular season against the Union and 0-2-2 in matches played at PPL Park. 

... BUT CHICAGO MATCH AN EXAMPLE? 

The Revs entered last Saturday’s match winless (0-6-1) in their previous seven matches at 
Toyota Park, following a 3-3 draw and 2-1 win in their two 2006 games there ... the team’s 1-0 
win snapped that skid and gave the team their first win in Chicago since 2006. 

JACK THE KNIFE 

While the Revs have struggled to find success against Philadelphia, the team’s most recent 
issues can be focused on Philadelphia forward Jack Mclnerney ... Mclnerney has made five 
appearances against the Revs and has scored three goals in those games - including both of 
the Union’s game-winning strikes against New England in 2012. 

CLEAN SHEETS CARRY INTO NEW YEAR 

With a 1-0 win at Chicago on Saturday, the Revs posted their third consecutive shutout dating 
back to the end of the 2012 season ... New England scored a 1-0 win at home over Chicago 
on Oct. 20, 2012, followed by a 1-0 win at Montreal on Oct. 27, 2012 ... combined, the Revs 
have not allowed a goal in 286 minutes with Matt Reis (one shutout) and Bobby Shuttleworth 
(two shutouts) combining in the streak ... the Revs’ last goal allowed came on Oct. 6 at 
Philadelphia - a 73rd minute strike by Jack Mclnerney that earned the Union a 1-0 win at PPL 
Park ... the Revs’ record for consecutive shutouts is four games (April 27 to May 14, 2005). 

WE’VE GOT THREE, HOW ABOUT FOUR? 

The Revs have won their last three matches dating back to the end of the 2012 season: a 1-0 
win vs. Chicago on Oct. 20, a 1-0 win at Montreal to close the 2012 season on Oct. 27, and 
then a 1-0 win at Chicago to open the 2013 season on Saturday ... entering Saturday’s game 
at Philadelphia, the Revs have a chance to put four wins in a row together for just the sixth 
time in ciub history ... the last time the team won four or more consecutive games came in 
2005 when the team won six straight from April 9 to May 15 ... the other four times the club 
won four or more games in a row were Sept. 28 to Oct. 25, 2003 (five straight wins); April 18 
to May 10,1998 (four straight wins); May 24 to June 8,1997 (four straight wins); and July 4 to 
July 20,1996 (four straight wins). 

FRESH FACES MAKE DEBUTS 

The Revs debuted five new players on Saturday night in Chicago: Chad Barrett (substitute), 
Kalifa Cisse, Andrew Farrell, Jose Goncalves and Donnie Smith ... all but Barrett also made 
their MLS debuts. 

ROOKIE DEBUTS 

A pair of Revs rookies made their MLS debuts on Saturday as Andrew Farrell - the number 
one overall draft pick in the 2013 MLS SuperDraft - and Donnie Smith made the starting XI... 
Farrell lined up at right back, while Smith drew the start at left midfield ... Farrell played the full 
90 minutes, while Smith played 53 minutes ... with a pair of rookies in the opening day starting 
lineup, it marked the fifth straight year the Revs started at least one rookie in Game 1.

THAT GUY IS BACK 

Ryan Guy returned late last week after spending two weeks with Guam at qualifiers for the 
AFC Challenge Cup in Myanmar... Guy earned three caps at the tournament, playing 90 min¬ 
utes in all three games ... Guam’s results included a 5-0 loss to Myanmar (Saturday, March 2), 
a 4-0 loss to India (Monday, March 4) and a 3-0 win over Chinese Taipai (Wednesday, March 
6)... Guy now has nine caps for Guam. 


BENGTSON STRIKES AGAIN 

Jerry Bengtson, one of CONCACAF’s brightest stars, has had a busy - and successful - six 
months ... since September 1, Bengtson has scored eight goals in 17 games (including six 
goals in four World Cup Qualifiers) for both club and country ... his teams are a combined 6 
... Bengtson joined the Revs 6-0-0 in games in which he scores a goal in that span ... for pre¬ 
season camp after leading Honduras to a 2-1 win over the U.S. - by scoring the game-winning 
goal-the night before in San Pedro Sula ... after scoring two goals for the Revs in Tucson 
during preseason training, Bengtson followed it up with the game-winning goal at Chicago on 
Saturday.

ROWE THE GAME CHANGER 

As a rookie, Kelyn Rowe was the team's co-leader in assists with Chris Tierney with five ... 
in his first game in his sophomore season on Saturday, Rowe picked up right where he left 
off last year by recording his first - and the team’s first - assist of the season ... after playing 
a one-two with Juan Toja off a broken corner kick, Rowe lofted a ball over the Chicago Fire 
defense to Jerry Bengtson, who headed the ball down past Fire keeper Sean Johnson for the 
game-winning goal in the 62nd minute ... during his postgame press conference following the 
win, Revs head coach Jay Heaps said “I think Kelyn came in and changed the game, and he 
showed a little bit of class in terms of receiving the ball, finding the gaps and of course setting 
up the goal.” 

ALSTON’S SWITCH BENEFITS THE D 

Kevin Alston started his ninth-straight game - dating back to last year - on the left side of 
the backline when he lined up at left back on Saturday in Chicago ... he switched from his 
customary right back position to cover left back during a congested run of games last season, 
and ended up staying there for what became the final eight games of 2012 after Chris Tierney 
suffered a knee injury ... Alston, who was a left back at Indiana before signing a Generation 
adidas contract with MLS in 2009, has helped the Revs post a 4-3-2 record and a 0.67 goals 
against average in that run (6 GA, 5 shutouts) he’s played at left back. 

A FIRST FOR NO. 1 

The 2013 number one overall pick, Andrew Farrell, wasted no time making his MLS debut as 
he drew a starting assignment at right back in the Revs’ season opener at Chicago on Sat¬ 
urday ... making himself known early on, Farrell drew rave reviews from the MLS community 
for his play against the Fire ... Farrell became the Revs’ first-ever No. 1 overall pick when the 
team traded up to take him at the 2013 MLS SuperDraft on Jan. 17, in Indianapolis ... Farrell 
made 64 appearances (47 starts) with Louisville before signing a Generation Adidas contract 
with MLS. 

SMITH THE SURPRISE STARTER 

Donnie Smith joined Farrell as rookies cracking the starting XI for the Revs' season opener... 
after showing well in preseason and earning a contract, Smith was an unexpected starter on 
opening day ... he lined up at left midfield, and played 53 minutes his first professional start 
... the Revs drafted Smith in the second round (21st overall) of the 2013 MLS SuperDraft 
after his four-year career at UNC-Charlotte. 

SECOND CONTRACT SIGNED ... at 18 

On Wednesday, Diego Fagundez signed his second MLS contract - at the age of 18 ... Fa- 
gundez, the team’s first-ever Homegrown player, originally signed with the Revs in November 
2010 at the age of 15 ... the contract he signed on Wednesday was his second pro contract, 
and came just one month after he turned 18 and could legally sign his own contract... his new 
deal is a multi-year extension. 

JAY HEAPS EARNS 10TH MLS WIN 

Jay Heaps is in his second season at the helm of the Revolution, and picked up his 10th win 
on Saturday with the victory at Chicago ... his career MLS coaching record is now 10-17-8... 
Heaps, 36, is the sixth head coach in club history ... Heaps had a nine-year playing career in 
MLS, first with the Miami Fusion beginning in 1999 - when he was drafted second overall in 
the MLS College Draft before earning MLS Rookie of the Year honors that season - through 
June 2001 ... he was traded to his hometown club, New England, in June 2001 where he 
concluded his career before retiring following the 2009 season. 

HEAPS MOVING UP THE SHORT LIST 

On Saturday, Jay Heaps will tie Walter Zenga for fourth on the Revolution games coached list 
with 36 games ... Heaps is currently sixth among Revs coaches with 10 wins, three shy of the 
fifth-place Zenga.

HOW THE ROSTER STANDS 

Entering Saturday’s game, the Revolution roster stands at 29 players ... there are 18 returning 
players from 2012, and 11 new players ... the roster includes seven international players, two 
Homegrown players, three Generation adidas players and one Designated Player... of the 29 
players there are: three goalkeepers, nine defenders, 11 midfielders and six forwards. 

NEW FACES THIS YEAR 

The team has added 11 new faces this off-season through various acquisition mechanisms ... 
three players signed after playing in Europe (Kalifa Cisse, Andy Dorman and Jose Goncalves) 
...one player signed through the Re-Entry Process (Chad Barrett)... one player signed 
through the Homegrown player program (Scott Caldwell)... two players came in after play¬ 
ing in lower leagues (Bilal Duckett - USL, Matt Horth - NASL)... four players were drafted 
(Andrew Farrell - SuperDraft, Gabe Latigue - Supplemental Draft, Donnie Smith - SuperDraft 
and Luis Soffner — SuperDraft). 

WHO’S NOT BACK 

Eight (8) players are no longer with the club following the conclusion of the 2012 season ... 
Benny Feilhaber, who joined the Revs through the Allocation Process in 2011, was traded 
to Sporting Kansas City ... Fernando Cardenas, Alec Purdie, Blake Brettschneider, Michael 
Roach and Flo Lechner were waived at the end of the season ... Blair Gavin and Tim Murray 
entered the Re-Entry Process. 

WHAT’S BACK

(Uruguay), Jose Goncalves (Portugal), Dimitry Imbongo (Congo), Saer Sene (France), and 
Juan Toja (Colombia).

BARRETT’S BACK, BUT ON OUR SIDE 

The Revs picked up a perennial Revs-killer in the 2012 Re-Entry Process, securing the rights 
to former Chicago, Toronto and LA forward Chad Barrett... Barrett signed with the Revs on 
Feb. 11, and joined the team for its preseason trip to Tucson, Ariz.... Barrett, who is in his 
ninth season in MLS, has played in 19 games against New England - including 14 starts - and 
has scored four goals and added four assists ... last season he ended the year with Norway’s 
Valerenga, where he spent the second half of the 2012 season on loan from the Galaxy and 
played five games ... Barrett made his Revolution debut last Saturday at Chicago when he 
came on for Jerry Bengtson in the 89th minute. 

“HOMETOWN” FEEL ON THE ROSTER 

Three players on the Revs’ roster are New England natives, giving the team a hometown feel 
... Scott Caldwell (Braintree, Mass.), Diego Fagundez (Leominster, Mass.) and Chris Tierney 
(Wellesley, Mass.) are all Massachusetts products, growing up in the Bay State ... both 
Caldwell and Fagundez played for the Revolution Academy and are Homegrown players ... 
Caldwell was the youth teams' first-ever captain and just completed his stellar four-year career 
at Akron. 

SECOND TIME AROUND FOR DORMS 

Andy Dorman has re-joined the Revolution for his second go-round in New England ... the 
Welsh midfielder came to the Revs in November on a free transfer from England's Crystal 
Palace after a stint at St. Mirren (Scotland) and a loan spell at Bristol Rovers (England)... the 


Revs originally drafted Dorman in the fourth round (56th overall) in the 2004 MLS SuperDraft 
and he was a key figure in the teams that advanced to three straight MLS Cup championship 
matches (2005, 2006, 2007) and won the team’s first-ever cup championship - the 2007 
Lamar Hunt U.S. Open Cup ... in his first tenure in New England, Dorman made 112 regular- 
season appearances, while scoring 17 goals and adding 18 assists ... in the three-year 
span from 2005 to 2007, Dorman’s combined 15 goals and 17 assists ranked third on those 
Revolution squads in total attacking production, behind Taylor Twellman (44 goals, 15 assists) 
and Steve Ralston (11 goals, 25 assists). 

VETERAN AT JUST 18 

Diego Fagundez has entered his third MLS season at the ripe old age of 18 ... the Leomin¬ 
ster, Mass., product turned 18 on Valentine’s Day - Feb. 14 - earlier this year and now is 
playing in his third season ... despite his MLS tenure, he still remains the youngest player on 
the Revs’ roster while scoring four goals and adding three assists in 28 appearances in his 
career... while training with the Revs in the morning, Fagundez caps a long day with school 
in the afternoon, going to classroom sessions later in the day ... he is completing both his 
junior and senior years of high school at Alternative High School in Fitchburg, Mass. 

FRENCH CONNECTION 

While many teams may have the song of Spanish throughout the locker room, the Revs have 
more of a French tune in theirs ... three rostered players were either born - or raised - in 
France: Kalifa Cisse, Dimitry Imbongo and Saer Sene ... additionally, one of the team’s as¬ 
sistant coaches - goalkeepers coach Remi Roy - is also a native French speaker and helped 
bring all three players to MLS. 

SENE INJURY UPDATE 

Saer Sene, who suffered a left knee (shooting leg) injury on Aug. 29, 2012, in a home game 
against Chivas USA, had reconstructive surgery to repair a torn ACL on Sept. 17 ... he has 
progressed his rehab and has recently begun participating in passing, shooting and small¬ 
sided drills with the team, while continuing to build strength and stamina with the team's ath¬ 
letic trainers and strength staff... if he remains on his current rehab path, Sene is expected to 
rejoin full action in 4-6 weeks. 

EARNING TENURE 

Matt Reis, who is playing in his 11th season with the Revolution, is the club’s longest-tenured 
player ever... the other players who had long careers with the Revs fall short of Reis' current 
tenure: Shalrie Joseph (9.5 seasons - began with Revs in 2003, traded to Chivas USA in 
August 2012) and Jay Heaps (9.5 - traded to Revs in June 2001, retired at the end of 2009) 

... Reis has made 244 appearances (all starts), going 88-88-68 and earning 63 shutouts while 
posting a 1.33 goals against average. 

NO LANGUAGE BARRIER 

With players hailing from nine different countries on the roster (Colombia, DKR Congo, 
England, France, Gambia, Honduras, Portugal and Uruguay in addition to the United States), 
there is no language barrier in the Revs’ locker room ... only one player in the Revs’ locker 
room does not speak English fluently - Jerry Bengtson (Spanish) - and yet more than half 
the roster can speak at least a little Spanish, including native speakers Juan Toja and Diego 
Fagundez ... the team’s newer European players also speak multiple languages, making 
conversing on and off the field easy for the Revolution: Kalifa Cisse (French, Portuguese, 
Spanish, English and Malian), Jose Goncalves (Portuguese, Spanish, Italian, German, French 
and English), Saer Sene (French, English, German, Wolof) and Dimitry Imbongo (French, 
English, German, Spanish and Wolof). 

YOUTH PROGRAM RANKS HIGH ... AGAIN 

This winter, U.S. Soccer released its annual ratings of teams that participate in the Develop¬ 
ment Academy, the top level of youth soccer in the U.S. and Canada ... the Revs once again 
rated among the nation’s best programs, posting a combined 3.5 rating after U.S. Soccer 
weighted scores in a variety of categories ... the youth-soccer focused outlet, Top Drawer 
Soccer, took U.S. Soccer’s categorical ratings and developed their own ranking system, as 
well, placing the Revs as the top youth program in the country - above all other teams in the 
Development Academy and all MLS teams’ academies ... the Revs have so far signed two 
Homegrown players from their Academy: Diego Fagundez and Scott Caldwell. 

ROCHESTER AFFILIATION ANNOUNCED 

The Revolution are one of four teams who have announced formal affiliations with USL PRO 
teams for the 2012 season, joining with the Rochester Rhinos this year... also participating 
in this new program are D.C. (with Richmond), Kansas City (with Orlando) and Philadelphia 
(with Harrisburg)... instead of fielding reserve teams in the MLS Reserve League, the Revs 
instead send a minimum of four players to Rochester for the 2013 season ... while the Revs 
will be able to call back players at any time, at least four players will be in Rochester throug- 
out the team's USL season ... the current timeline will see the Revs send four players to the 
Rhinos around April 1 as Rochester’s preseason training runs through April 14.

The Revs' standout goalkeeper has been widely considered one of the league’s top 'keepers 
for much of the last decade ... the 2012 season was his ninth season as the team’s primary 
netminder, but he missed a large portions of the 2010 and 2011 seasons while recovering 
from various surgeries (shoulder, knee, ankle) and injuries ... re-signed with the Revolution 
in the 2011 -12 off-season ... holds every New England career goalkeeping record, including 
games played in goal (243), games started in goal (242), minutes played in goal (21,792), 
goals against average (1.33), wins (87), saves (964), shutouts (62) and save percentage
